FIRELESS ENGINES. 


A New Orleans Invention Utilized 
on the Street Railway of Brooktyn. 


[N. Y. Herald, July 23. ] 

The problem for rapid transit seems to 
be in the process of solution among our 
neighbors in Brooklyn, and although the 
method of arriving at this desirable re- 
sult which lras obtained most favor in the 
eyes of atleast one of the principal rail- 
road magnates of our sister city may not 
be the best, it is still worthy of notice. 
During the last few weeks experiments 
have been made in the neighborhood of 
East New York and on the track of the 
Atlanta Avenue Railroad Company, for 
the purpose of testing the availability of 
the invention of Dr. Emile Lamm, of 
New Orleans, and their results have been 
reported as satisfactory. Dr. Lamm’s in- 
vention consists of.a fireless steam engine, 
which is intended to take the place of the 
ordinary dummy, and to do its work} 
without giving any ground for the ob- 
jections usually brought against the 
atter, such as frightening horses or teams 
on the road, and thereby causing numer- 
ous accidents. 

The fireless engine is supplied with 
steam from a stationary boiler, and in 
the manner by which this steam is sup- 
plied and preserved consists the principal 
merits of the invention. The boiler of 
the locomotive is construeted of slicet 


an air space immediately supervening, 
about ene inch in. depth, formed by 
means Of small rings of the best non- 
conducting wood attainable, over Which 
is wrapped a hair-cloth felting, two 
inches thick. Above the felting there is 
another air space, similar to the above 
and over alla covering of Russia iron. 
The purpose of this covering is to retain 
the heat in the boiler of the locomotive, 
Which is supplied from the stationary 
boiler. The capacity of the boiler is 
ovo gallons, and it is always Kept, when 
in usec, about three quarters full. Under 
the boiler of the locomotive there are 
usually four pipes (although the number 
is amatter of choice) into which the 
steam from the stationary boiler is drawn, 
and these pipes are perforated with 
small holes on the under side, so as to 
permit the escape of the steam through 
the water above. The steam is) very 
highly heated and warms the water to 
a perfectly even temperature throughout. 
The full charge of steam is estimated at 
200 pounds per square inch, and it ts cal 
culated that, with this amount of pres- 
sure to start with, the engine will travel] - 
thirteen miles on a moderate grade. Of}; 
course steep grades will require a great- 
er expenditure of steam, and provision 
for supplying the necessary amount will 
be neCesary. The Atlantic Avenue 
Railroad Company proposes to have one 
stationary boiler at the corner of Atlan- 
tic and Flatbush avenues and another at 
East New York, so that the distance be- 
tween the two will be only about four or 
five miles, thus affording an ample mar- 
gin for extra waste of steam. It is said],

PITTSBURG. 


Two Huadred Persons Drowned— 
Miles of Streets Plowed Up— 
Hundreds of Houses Swept 
Away—The Storm Twenty 
Mites in Drameter. 


Pirtssura, Pa., July 27.—A storm 
swept over the city last night, the most 
severe and destructive to life and proper- 
ty that has ever occurred in this vicinity. 
The rain came down in a perfect deluge, 
the water coming down the streets lead- 
ing from the hill with fearful velocity, 
the current being swelled also by water 
from the side streets. The Union depot 
was inupdated with water three or four 
feet in depth. The water in the Pan 
Handle Railway tunnel was four feet, 
rendering it impassable for trains. Con- 
siderable damage was done to property 
on Liberty and Smithland streets. From 
all the side streets leading from the hill 
boulders were roof€d from their position 
and hurled to the level below, while in 
many places great holes were opened up 
jin the streets. Some of the cross streets 
are rendered almost impassable and will 
require large expenditures to repair them 

NIGHT REPORTS. 

The disaster is far greater than at first 
supposed. It is now thought the total 
loss of life will not be short of 200, and 
the loss of property is proportionate. 
The Evening Chronicle, in its five o’clock 
edition, placed the loss at 142 and the 
names of missing parties are continually 
coming in. The extent of territory dam- 
aged is not less than twenty to twenty- 
five miles in diameter, and how the main 
portion of the city of Pittsburg, lying as 
it does, in the centre of this circle, es 
caped without further injury, seems al- 
most miraculous. The prevailing theory 
seems to be that the disaster was caused 
by some kind of water spout. A gentle- 
man who watched the storm from afew 
miles down the river, where there was 
but little rain, says that by the frightfal 
Hashes of lightning, he could see 

A HUGE INKY-BLACK CLOUD, 
Which overhung the city, the narrow 
ends being lowest, while the dark parts 
gave veut to an almost perpetual burst of 
lightning. It is almost impossible for 
any one, not familiar with the geography 
of this locality, to form an idea of this 
disaster or how it could have possibly 
occurred, The main city of Pittsburg, 
as it rises gradually from the point form- 
ed by the junction of the two rivers, has 
many guiches in certain localities which 
render a flood of this description liable 
to do a great damage, and the part known 
as the hill region is frequently liable to 
suffer from local inundation. The dam- 
age, however, is this time light compared 
with other localities strictly suburban. 
The north bank of the Allegheny river, 
upon whose hillsides and valleys the 
upper portion of the city is situated, has, 
according to all accounts, been the scene 
of the greatest disaster. The work of 
destruction commenced at a point about 
two miles north of the central portion of 
Allegheny Ci y. 
BUTCHERS RUN VALLEY, 

at its mouth, is probably between 400 
aud 500 feet wide, and at the point where 
the work of destruction commented it is 
not more than 150 feet wide. Between 
North avenue and this northerly point, 
numerous ravines empty into Butchers 
Run valley. Along this run the houses 
were built directly over the natural water 
course, the culverts being made and used 
in part as foundations for dwelling houses. 
The line of destruction followed the 
water course to the river and involved an 
immense number of houses that were not 
onthe line of the culvert. When the rain 
commenced falling, but little apprehen- 
sion were entertained, but those who 
lived near the head of the valley state 
that suddenly it seemed as if the heavens 
were opened and the water came down 
AS IF DISCHARGED FROM IMMENSE PIPES. 

The volume was so large that the val- 
ley was filled with a raging torrent. 
Frame dwellings gave way like pipe 
stems, and the debris from the wrecks 
were swept down the line of the plank 
road, their weight being augmented every 
moment. In the district lying west of 
Chestnut street and north of a line par- 
allel with North Avenue the waters rose 
to a height of 

FULLY TWENTY FERT. 

In some places the Occupants were 
unable to escape in time to save their 
lives, 

In many instances the force of the 
waters sent the structures into splinters 
After taking away a large number of 
fences and out-houses, the flood struck the 
house of Henry Maltern, who, with his 
wife and two children, were drowned. The 
next house was that of John Winkler, who 
found the flood endangering his barn and 
stock. He and his father started out to 
the horses. Mr. Winkler remained in 
the house, and in less than five minutes 
the water filled all the lower rooms. Mrs. 
Winkler called for assistanee, but be- 
fore it conld reach her the building gave 
way and she was engulped. Further 
Southward was a dwelling oceupied by 
Mr. John Shearing. As soonthe water 
commenced rising Shearing moved his 
family consisting of two tiwn boys, aged 
four years, to the hillside in what he sup- 
posed to be a place of safety. The chil- 
dren were 
SLEEPING SOUNDLY, 
but one of the little fellows was aroused 
by the storm and rolled over the embank- 
mentinto the angry flood below His 
body was recovered this morning. 

‘The extensive glue works were next to 
succomb to the actionof the water and 
were totally destroyed. A short distance 
below was a small dwelling oeeupied by 
Mr. Earnest and Rykoif, wife and two 
children. The family was unaware of 
the destruction which was sweeping down 
upon them. The building was carried 
away with the occupants. Mrs. Rykoff, 
bruised and bleeding, was rescued from 
the torrent several squares distant, but 
both of the children were drowned. At 
the corner of Kast strect and Madison 
avenue the waters seemed todeviate. In 
a triangular shaped House, atthe inter- 
section cf the streets named, Fesided 
| Mrs, Conlon, a widow, who had three ehil- 
dren, one boy and two girls. A young man 
named Arnold and another, a eripple, 
named Rodgers, were in tlic house at the 
time. The entire number were drowned 
with the exception of Neal Collon. 
Young Arnold had gone into the house 
to rescue some Of the inmates, but fell a 
victim to the destroying elements. About 
ablock below the intersection of Madi- 
son avenue and East street the torrent 
again united and swept down with re- 
doubled fury to the low lands, embracing 
Concord, O’Haran and a portion of 
Chestnut streets. The course of the flood 
Was probably 
200 FEET WIDE, 

and buildings, frame and brick, fell be- 
forethe devastating element as though 
they had been sand. Dwellings, stables, 
workshops and debris of all kinds min- 
gled together in one confused mass, mak- 
ing it absolutely impossible for a spectator 
to discover even the strect lines. In some 
instances houses were literally turned up- 
sidedown. On Orchard street the dwell- 
ing of Alderman Bolster was reduced to 
its original elements and one of his chil- 
dren drowned, The rest of the family 
escaped. On the same street a famil 
named Fuchs were lost, consisting of J. 
Fuctis;“wife and one elild, and a brother 
of Mrs. Fuehs. in another house, almost 

adjoining, resided Jacob Melzer, wife 
and two children. All except ane child 
aré lost. The bodies of three wefe re- 
covered this morning, 

On Chestnut street, at the intersection 
of Spring Garden avenue, the water at- 
tained a depth of fully twenty feet, but 
the buildings wit its force better, 
and in only one instance was serious 
damage dome. A large frame building, 
occupied as a beer hall, was moved from 
| its foundation and

FLOATED ACROSS THE STREET, 
completely obstructing the way. It is 
estimated that in this district about 70 
dwelling houses were destroyed, but no 
estimate has been made of the value. A 
large number of people are missing. It 
is thought many bodies are still in the 
debris. As fast as recovered, they are 
taken to the various undertakers in the 
city, and 38 are now known to have come 
from this district. 

IRON AND STONE SWEPT AWAY LIKE CORK 


On the south side of the Ohio river, 
Temperanceville was the heaviest suf- 
ferer. Here, up a narrow stream known 
as Saw Mill run, hardly a vestige of two 
iron bridges remain. Stones two and 
three feet in thickness by five feet in 
length were torn from the abutments and 
carried down stream like pieces of cork. 
The course of the creek has been en- 
tirely changed. 

The loss of life has been frightful on 
MeLaughiin’s run. A house of a hun- 
dred years standing was torn away and 
after being taken dowa a mile and a half 
Mr. Stratton succeeded in making his es- 
cape. 

Puring the flashes of lightning horses 
and cattle and animals of all kinds could 
be seen tloatipg on the torrent and their 
bellowings of terror could be heard above 
the roar of the flood.

September, 1872. The want of stamps 
invalidates such instruments, no matter 
under what circumstances they were is- 
sued. Heretofore an interested party 
could only affix the badge of taxation to 
an instrument under a penalty of double 
the amount of the tax remaining unpaid 
—in no case to be less than five dollars— 
beside the price of the proper stamp. 
This unjust piece of, legislation was re- 
pealed at the last session of Congress, 
and the act has been approved, and is 
now alaw. According to the provisions 
of the new Act any interested party can 
affix the necessary stamp to a writing in 
this way: ‘‘The person desiring to stamp 
the same shall appear with the instru- 
ment, document or paper, or copy there- 
of, before some judge, or clerk of a court 
of record, and before him affix the proper 
stamp; and the said judge or clerk shall 
endorse on such writing or copy a cer- 
tificate, under his hand when made by 
said judge, and under his hand and seal 
when made by said clerk, setting forth 
the date at which, and the p!ace when, 
the stamp was so affixed, the name of 
the person presenting said writing or 
copy, the fact that it was thus affixed, and 
that the stamp was duly cancelled in his 
presence.” | 
The abolition of the heavy penalties 
heretofore imposed is.a piece cf tardy 
pustice, but it is none the less acceptable 
on that account. Our rulers are trying 
to keep out of a yawning political grave 
by a series of measures, of which this is 
one.

A BILLis pending in Congress to cre- 
ate a new State from the northwest por- 
tion of Texas, together with the parishes 
of Caddo and De Soto, in Louisiana, to 
be called Texana. The proposed Staic 
embraces forty-five tio-urishing counties 
tLat contain a population of nearly 500,- 
OOO; and is bounded as follows: on the 
west by Trinity river, on the east by 
Louisiana and Red river, on the north by 
the Indian Territory and Arkansas, and 
on the south by the Gulf of Mexico. The 
southern boundary includes a fine port of 
entry at tie mouth of the Sabine river. 
The consent of the Legislatures of Texas 
and Louisiana is made a condition pre- 
cedent by the bill before the territory 
can be transformed into the State of 
Texana. 
THe tax act of this year authorizes the 
Governor, with the assistance of the 
Comptroller-General, to assess and levy 
such a per centage on the taxable prop- 
erty of the State as will produce the sum 
of one million dollars, exclusive of spe- 
cific taxes, provided it does not exceed 
four-tenths of one per cent. It has, 
therefore, been ordered, after approxi- 
mating, as nearly as practicable, the 
amount in value of all property in the 
State subject to taxation, as exhibited in 
the tax digests, that such per centage ad 
ralorem be assessed and collected upon 
the same. Also, that one-half of one- 
tenth of one per cent.(five cents on every 
$100) be assessed and collected as above, 
to meet the principal and interest of the 
first installment of what are known as 
the *‘Nutting Bonds.”

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growers around Brighton, five miles from 


this city, have been greatly excited for a 
week past over the appearance of the 

y Worm in their beet field. .The worm 
is a new-comer, and has appeared in vast 
quantities over an area of at least three 
miles. The worms ayerage about, two 
and a half inches in length, are as thick’ 
as an ordinary lead pencil; and of a dark- 
brown color, with longitudinal stripes of 
black and white] on either side of the 
brown back. The head resembles that of 
a silk worm, and is armed with keen, nip- 
per-like teeth. 

They have eaten up nearly all the 
beets that were planted by the beet Sugar 
Company, and the fields of John Rooney, 
which are mostly planted with beets, 
are almost as clean as when 
the seed was first put ir. They covert 
the ground in a hideous black, crawling 
mass, and present a most loatlisome sight. 
They eat the tops entirely off tho beets, 
not even leaving the stems of the leaves, 
but after these are all eaten they descend 
to the beet itself and devour it. There 
are a great many willows in the vicinity, 
and it is probable that the moth that lays 
the egg out of which the worm is hatched, 
is harbored by them. When the worns 
come out they con.mence depredations 
on the nearest fields to the willows and 
this fact has Leen observed in former 
years. The course traveled by the 
worms is from the southwest to the 
northeast. 

Two days ago the owners of the sields 
procured one thousand hungry turkeye, 
and turred them loose on the ravaers. 
The turkeys went at the pest voraciously, 
but made but little headway, though they 
devoured the worms in millions. To- 
day 1,400 more of the hungriest turkeys t> 
be found for miles around were turned int > 
the tield. The score that ensued when the 
entire 2.490 turkeys got fairly tc werk 
was thrilling in the extreme. The 
turkeys charged on the black, crawling, 
seething mass of loathesome things, and 
devoured them in great bunches, galpin z 
them downintheir eagerness like starv- 
ing vultures. The werms ¢c2tie out in 
great waves, swaying on the beet-tops 
like an undulating sea. The turkeys 
gorged themselves till they reeled and 
staggered and tottered like demoralized 
soldiers. Asthe gorged turkeys fell back, 
fresh and hungry ones tovk their places, 
and scooped up tbe losthesom-* food in 
wriggling stings. After a hot contest, 
in which finally all the turkeys took part, 
they fell back, sick and disheartened 
with overlaien crops and disgusted looks.
